DEARBORN. — Re-opening of 
the five-year contracts to solve the 
unemployment emergency in auto 
with a 30-hour week was proposed 
last week by Carl Stellato, pres- 
ident of Ford UAW Local 600. 

“We re-opened -the 5-year con- 
tracts because théy were ‘living 
documents’ and because conditions 
had changed since their signing,” 
Stellato writes in “Ford Facts,” re- 
ferring to the mid-contract accept- 
ance of pension revisions. “Cer- 
tainly these living documents need 
to be oe at this time of 
growing unemployment.”
